Charles Henderson, colored, wag hanged 
yesterday at Friar's Point, Miss., for 
the murder of Thos. King, a white man, 
in December, 1S79. Th? cause of the 
killing was an attempt of King to stop 
a fight that was in progress between 
Henderson and a white man named 
Price. Henderson shot King with a 
double-barrel shot-eon, killing him in- 
stantly. Just before noon, the hour 
fixed for the execution, the Sheriff led 
Henderson outside of the jail yard 
where he addressed a large number of 
colored people. 
He confeised his guilt, 


saying : "I think I ought to be hanged 
for I shot and killed King. I am going 
right to Heaven and will meet you all 
there. Take warning by my fate, keep 
out of bad company and let whisky 
alone.'' 
The execution was private, 


only the officers of the law and thirteen 
children being present within the en- 
closure. His neck was broken by the 
fall. 
After hanging twenty minutes 


his body was cut down and buried in 
the Potter's field. Henderson was 18 
years old.
